The U. S. Navy at Pearl Harbor 
intercepted a radio message from

The Navy reported from Anchor- 
age, Alaska, that a great, 100-foot 
tidal wave Monday night: was 
sweeping northeast along the Aleu- 
tian chain, heading directly for 
Kodiak Island, site of big U. S. 
naval and military installations. 

The wave was said to have been 
sighted near Unimak Island. The 
new tidal wave lent substantiation 
to reports that the tremors were 
continuing, since the original tidal 
wave should: have struck Kodiak 
far earlier. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 


Damage to dock installations, 
homes, buildings and moored ves- 
sels throughout the U. S. Terri- 
tory mounted into millions of dol- 
lars. The island of Hawaii appar- 
ently was by far the hardest hit. 

At least 21 other persons were 
reported dead or missing. in other 
islands in the Hawaiian chain but 
disrupted communications through- 
out the Islands made it likely that 
the toll was much greater. 

Eyewitnesses said that walls of 
water from 10 to 50 feet high roll- 
ed onto the coasts. 

An Army evacuation center, pre- 
pared to house, feed and give 
medical care to 3,000 refugees on 
Oahu, main Hawaiian island, and 
State Militia and VU. S. Army 
troops were called to emergency 
duty.

“Congress and the OPA may 
have to decide whether they want 
the production of milk continued 
or whether they want to increase 
the subsidy, or whether they want 
to authorize the increase in costs 
to consumers,” Jackson asserted. 

He reported the price of feed 
has risen $5 a ton within the past 
| 30 days. 
| “This !s a greater percentage 
increase than the 18-cents-an-hour 
increase granted steel workers,” 
Jackson commented. 

The proposal under study would 
raise the price of milk in Atlanta 
to 19 cents a quart; in Savannah 
and Brunswick to 20 cents a quart, 
and in other Georgia cities to 18 
cents a quart, 

The Dairymen’s Association has 
asked the co-operation of State 
Milk Control Director George 
Stewart in this move. 

Meanwhile in Memphis the 
normally heavy milk supply 
dwindled to a mere trickle as the 


Mid-south Milk Producers Asso- 
ciation began diverting production 
to cheese factories, condensaries 
and other cities. 


“Memphis will get no more 
milk until the price is increased 
by two cents a quart,” Lloyd 
Friend, Secretary-manager of the 
Association there, declared. 


The producers are seeking OPA 
approval for a price boost which 
would raisé the hundredweight 
price of milk from $4.53 to $5.30. 
The OPA yesterday agreed to a 
39-cent increase but Friend de- 
clared: 


“That’s too little and too late. 
Besides, OPA doesn’t say anything 
about distributor prices.”

So, we 
saw Jerusalem, glorious on her hills, through a 
curtain of pelting hail which gave to her spires 
and minarets the color and shading of unreality, 
as if she were some castle-in-the-air. 


It set me 
to thinking about the thousands of persons in the 
DP camps. I had seen some of them in snow and 
rain and cold. They had been disturbing my 
thinking for days.

The earth was still sticky and 
gumbo-like from the hail and rain of the day 
before. There were 720 dunams of land, a dunam 
being one-quarter of an acre. 

But I wanted to see people and their work. 
I saw it. 

The place was muddy. It was not prepossessing. 
The buildings were sound. There were a few 
walks. There was evidence of a tremendous 
amount of work having been done on the soil of 
that rocky hill. 

It was a farm. It looked like one. It smelled 
like one. The persons who came and went about 
me were, for the most part, young. They were 
farm workers. They looked it, and, yes, they 
smelled like it. Their hands were hard with work;

There were many fruit trees. They told me there 
were 100 acres of them, cherries, plums, apples 
and so on.

Hikes Okaye

Voluntary and negotiated wage 
increases for approximately 30,000 
textile workers in the Southeast 
have been approved by the Fourth 
Regional Wage Stabilization Board, 
Chairman Henry J. Meyer has an- 
nounced here. 

Meyer said yesterday that work- 
ers in the plants of 22 manufac- 
turing companies in Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, North and South 
Carolina are entitled to wage 
hikes which, in most instances, 
raise the former minimum rate of 
55 cents an hour as high as 65 
cents. 

Varying increases up to 10 cents 
an hour above the 65-cent rate 
were also approved. Meyer said 
the board’s action was within the 
provisions of its resolution of Feb. 
11 establishing a 65-cent approv- 
able minimum rate and providing 
for appropriate intra-plant adjust- 
ments. 

The increases resulted from 
joint applications to the board by 
the companies and the union, or 
by the companies alone. 

Georgia companies affected are: 
Candlewick Yarn Mills, Carters- 
ville and Dalton, 1,205 employes, 
and Arno Mills, Newnan, 630 em- 
ployes, increases in the minimum 
rate from 55 cents to 65 cents 
and 10 cents “across the board;”’ 
Bibb Manufacturing Company, 
Macon, Columbus, Porterdale and 
Reynolds, approximately . 10,000 
employes, an increase of three-and- 
one-half cents an hour, to bring 
the minimum rate to 61 cents, and 
varying increases in the other 
rates, not exceeding an overall 
coverage of three and-one-half 
cents; Pepperton Cotton Mills, 
Jackson, 418 employes, approval 
of 65-cent minimum for production 
workers and 62%'%-cent 
non-production workers, plus sev- 
en-and-one-half-cent overall  in- 
crease.

Judge Claude H. Porter was 
summoned from a sickbed to hear 
the triple death accusation. Mrs. 
Hill will face trial at the April 
term of Court. 

Mrs. Hill, who had remained 
stolidly silent concerning the mys- 
tery deaths, poured open her 
heart to International News Serv- 
ice shortly before she learned that 
Alabama authorities reported her 
father and mother were poisoned.

“Is it bad news?” 

Without being told, she went on 
to say that her father, who died 
last April 3, succumbed to ulcers 
of the stomach. She said she did 
not know what caused the death 
of Mrs. Hardin on Aug. 13.

Editor Constitution: The Consti- 
tution of 1877 (2-1507) provided: 
“Nor shall any Senator or Repre- 
sentative after his qualification as 


such be elected by the General As- | 


sembly or appointed by the Gover- 
nor, either avith or without the ad- 
vice or consent of the Senate, to 
any office or appointment having 
any emolument annexed thereto, 
during the time for which he shall 
have been elected.” 

The purpose was to prevent the 
Governor, under promise of :ap- 
pointment,; to control Legislators 
in their votes. 

The new Constitution _provides, 
paragraph 6: “No Senator.or Rep- 
resentative after his qualification 
as such shall be appointed by the 
Governor, either with or without 


the advice or consent of the Sen- | 


ate, to any office or appointment 
having any emolument annexed 
thereto during the time for which 
he shall have been elected unless 
he shall: first resign his seat.” 


Therefore, if the Governor de- 
sires any legislation that will bene- 
fit him personally or to carry into 
effect any pet idea of his, he can 
promise any number of appoint- 
ments in return for the votes of 
the Legislators, and all the Legis- 
lator need do is to resign, while 
under the old Constitution he 
could not accept the appointment.

No nation on earth eats as well as we. 

We have given of our food to relief agencies and yet we cook 
and serve more than we need.

I dis- 
covered a harmless, safe way to keep awake, and to keep the mind 
alert, by accident, you might say. 

“What I was doing was trying to find something that would pre- 
vent the driver of an automobile from going to sleep while driving. 
A whole lot of road accidents are due to that cause. I wanted 
something that would keep me awake after I'd driven 400 miles or 


more at a stretch.”

P, Don t Gulp teetotaler, he had taken a few drinks of wine 
when visiting in France, because all the French dfank it and he 
wanted to see what the effect would be. He said he noticed that 
French people spend a long time on one drink.

Congress Must Act 
On Housing Situation 


WASHINGTON—The report just made pub 
lic by the National Housing Agency demonstrates 
conclusivel¥, it would seem, the genuine need for 

effective legislation by Congress to halt the inflationary boom now 
going on in housing accommodations and real estate. 


Real estate and housing, except rentals, are two essential items 
untouched by OPA price controls. 

In passing the original act, Congress considered that the housing 
situation could be kept under control by imposing ceilings on rent- 
als. No restrictions were made on the sale of homes or of real 
estate, the value of which has an important bearing on the ability 
of our returning war veterans to provide themselves with housing 
accommé6dations. 

The result 1s, as the report of the National Housing Agency 
shows, a wild boom in both housing and real estate. Values have 
soared to an inflationary point “far worse than had been antici- 
pated,” according to National Housing Expediter Wilson W. Wyatt. 

Prices on homes in the larger cities now range between 60 and 
70 percent higher than in 1940, while in several cities the increase 
has been more than 100 percent, it was revealed. 

The survey also showed that increases in prices of raw acreage 
and fully prepared building lots have been even greater than those 
on existing homes. 

Since V-J Day alone the average increase in the larger cities for 
lower and medium-priced homes has been 18 percent and 16 per- 
cent, respectively—or at the rate of about 36 percent a year.

Considering the nature of the boom, which 
is largely speculative, and the fact that 
millions of our returning veterans. are unable to find homes for 
themselves and their families, except at prohibitive prices, it 
amounts to something approaching’ a national disgrace’ that Con- 
gress should not have taken a hand in the matter sooner. . 

Congress. now iS engaged in considering a comprehensive pro- 
gram to relieve the veterans housing situation, but nothing was 
done in the bill already passed by the House to stop the wild 
speculation in existing homes. 

A measure to this end was offered’ by Rep. Monroney; of Okla- 
homa, but it was voted down decisively. It would have permitted 
a home owner to sell his property for any price he could get. That 
figure would then become the “ceiling price” for the property at 
any subsequent sale during the housing emergency. 

To placate some. of the opposition, the Oklahoma Congressman 
even modified his proposal to provide that the ceiling price thus 
established would not hoid for more than six months. He would 
have permitted resale of a home at a higher price‘after the owner 
had lived in it for six months. 

But the powerful real estate lobby would have none of the 
restrictions. It opposed all suggestions for ceilings tooth and nail, 
with the result that the amendment was defeated. 

The Monroney amendment seems to offer 


Offered Best Plan the best scheme that has been proposed 


for bringing the housing speculative boom under control. It would 
certainly put an end to the practice revealed in the Housing Agency's 
report of speculators buying up houses and selling them at higher 
profits every few months. 

The restrictions would not hinder a legitimate purchaser of a 
home for a place in which to live, particularly with the six months’ 
provision as to resale. No one buys a house as an abode with a 
view to living in it for less than a year. You do not even lease 
one ordinarily for a period less than that. 

It seems a reasonable restriction, therefore, to require a person 
to live in a home he has bought for six months at least before 
being permitted to sell it at a higher figure than he originally paid, 
plus any alterations or improvements, of course. 

It would be far more effective if the requirements were for a 
whole year’s residence instead of a half year. That would stop the 
worst offenders in the current speculation. Since no man can rea- 
sonably live in more than one house at a time, it Would prevent 
the professionals from buying up a lot of homes at speculativé prices 
with a view to holding them for a short while and then reselling 
to a higher bidder. 

National Housing Expediter Wyatt is demanding that jhis pro- 
vision be put into the housing bill now being considered by the 
Senate. . If Congress is really sincere about calling a halt to the 
inflationary housing boom, it will adopt this amendment.

The Hillbilly 
Hated Hillbilly Music 


Being a great lover of hillbilly music of the 
variety which requires that the musician shall

WASHINGTON, April 1—(UP) 
In a formal note to Cuban Ambas- 
sador Guillermo Belt, Secretary of 
State Byrnes Monday night an- 
nounced that the United States is 
returning all the U. S. bases built 
in Cuba during the war. 

Belt, in issuing the news to cor- 
respondents, pointed out that the 
negotiations for the return had 
been proceeding since Sept. 24, 
1945. This meant that the matter 
was under full study by the two 
governments long before the Rus- 
sian radio began discussing the 
matter at the height of the tension 
over the Iranian question at the 
UNO meeting in New York. 

Although the United States is 
entitled to keep the bases until 
months after hostilities are 
formally concluded, it agreed to 
return them on Cuban Independ- 
ence Day, May 20, the 44th ann.- 
versary of the proclamation of 
Cuban independence in 1902. 

The permanent naval base at 
Guantanamo which was ceded to 
the United States in 1902, is not 
affected.
